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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Benton: 

I  herewith  present  my  third  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  total  enrollment  for  1935-36  was  32,  the 
average  membership  31 .  17,  the  percent  of  attendance 
93.47,  and  the  number  of  cases  of  tardiness  21.  The 
percent  of  attendance  was  much  better  than  that  of 
the  previous  year.  There  were  three  non-resident 
or  tuition  pupils.  The  District  paid  tuition  for  two 
high  school  pupils  at  Woodsville  High  School  and  two 
elementary  pupils  at  Glendiff. 

This  year  your  enrollment  is  25.  There  are  two 
non-resident  pupils.  There  are  three  pupils  attend- 
ing high  school  and  six  pupils  attending  the  elemen- 
tary school  at  Glencliff. 

The  School  Board  has  purchased  a  much  needed 
water  container  for  the  school,  which  keeps  the  water 
both  clean  and  cool.  New  language  books  have  been 
bought  for  grades,  four  to  eight,  and  new  geo- 
graphies for  grades  seven  and  eight.  New  readers 
have  been  purchased  for  the  lower  grades.  Your 
school  is  now  very  well  equipped  with  modern  text- 
books. 

The  floor  of  the  school  building  is  very  unsatis- 
factory. It  is  made  of  soft  wood  and  contains  so  many 
splinters  and  cracks  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  keep  it 
clean.      It  should  be  replaced  with  a  hardwood  floor. 

The  school  yard  is  small  and  rough.  If  it  is 
possible  for  the  Town  to 'get  any  federal  funds1,  the 
school  grounds  should  be  enlarged  and  improved. 

Miss  Reidy  is  doing  an  excellent  piece  of  work 
as  your  teacher.
